Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-16 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Uno et al. 
(US 5,172,900). Uno et al. discloses a sheet feeder that includes a separation member 
(see Figure 1 element 5), a sheet detection unit (see Figure 1 element 13), a sheet 
direction detection unit (column 3 lines 25-28), a separating force adjusting unit (see 
Figure 1 element 16) that maintains an upper limit reverse rotation torque (column 3 line 
60 through column 4 line 4), a double feeding state determination unit (column 1 lines 7- 
46), a holding unit (see Figure 1 element 9) that adjusts based on a signal (column 3 
lines 13-21), an information collection unit (see Figure 1 element 16), and an image 
output unit (column 1 lines 5 and 6).
